Washington, June 27—Before 
th* 


senate committee on Philippines. Ad- 
miral Dewey testified with respect to 
early operations at Manilla. The ad- 
miral said the Spanish governor want- 
ed to surrender the city to him after 
the destruction of the fleet and tbat 
he (Dewey) would save accepted the 
surrender If he had had 6.000 troops 
to garrison the city. He told about 
Agulnaldo's arrival, saying fee put him 
ashore and told him to oi«an!:e his 
people. Aguinaldo casje back dis- 
couraged and wanted to go to Japan, 
but fie admiral told him to continue 
his effort*. 
Tfa* admiral said ha paid 


no attentlen to Aculbaldo's first proc- 
lamation of lndap»«eie* ef the Fili- 
pinos. Speaking ef Acuinaldo'e mili- 
tary operations, he said he did won- 
derfully io whippiac tb« Spaniards. 
Admiral Dewe-y said he had never rec- 
ognized Affulnaldo's e»vernm»nt; nor 
did he salute AgulnaUo's flag. Tha 
admiral admitted furnishing arms and 
ammunition to tha Filipinos 


When asked on cross-examination if 


he had not repeated his original state- 
ment to the navy department that the 
Filipinos were more capable of self- 
government than the Cubans, Admiral 
Dewey replied la tie affirmative, say- 
ing: "I did. And 1 still think so." 


Senator Carmack called Admiral 


Dewey's atention to the fact that he 
had given arms ts Aguinaido. notwith- 
standing the goveraor general had 
told him he would surrender the city 
at any time, and asked why he had 
done so in the faco of that under- 
standing 
The reply was to the effect 


that he considered it a proper mili- 
tary act. 
"The Filipinos were our 


friends." 
he said, "and they were 


doing our work. I believed that they 
were so delighted to get rid of the 
Spaniards that they would accept us 
with open arms. The Filipinos then 
were our friends and were helping us. 
We had no troops to land, and 1 knew 
that the more closely the city was in- 
vested the easier it would be to take 
it when our troope should arrive."

It is an open secret *h»t the man who operates the many slot machines 


In Lima pays a handsome royalty for the pririlege of running these gambling 
dericea in this city. The question tfcen naturally arises, "What becomes »f 
ttus boaoaV T« whom is It paid and itU which of the city funds does it go? 


Money that i* paid for public privileges is the property of the city which 


grants the license, and the books of the city should contain a record of these 
p*7»ents. It would be an interesting bit of information for the voters, ta* 
payers and others concerned in the financial affairs of the city to see the 
record of this transaction They would like to know how much clear monetary 
gain there is to the city from this source. 


It is somewhat anomalous that a city should grant a privilege to a man 


to conduct gambling devices within her borders. Such an enterprise, which 
has tor its purpose the corrupting of the morals of the youth of the city would 
not be permitted if the right staidar* of morality prerailed. And yet myriads 
of these machines ar* running openly in this city all day, all eight an* all day 
Sunday. No restraint !s placed -ipou them, sad the police are fully awar* uf 
their existence and operation. 


They do mot pay much profit to the proprietors of the places in which 


they are operated. The aaan wh« has the pririlege of running tbtm pays a 
small percentage to these proprietors, and the balance of the money poured in- 
to them goes to the operator who out of those gains pays a farther percentage 
f«r the prmlege which he has of roaming them. 


If the city of Lisas openly sanctions this form of gambling, and regards 


it as a legitimate method of «btaini»g revenue, why is not there a record kept 
of the receipts from this source? This should be an »pen book, in order that 
the people of this city, who are entitled t* participate in the proceeds derived 
from the sale of franchises, should know all about it. 


Who Made the contract for the licensing of this form of gambling' Who 


holds thts contract; for what period was it made and how much does he pay 
for tbe pririlege? Why is not the contract let to the highest bidder?
